The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  January  31  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  prices  changed  very  little  during  the  past  week,  but 
there  was  some  increase  in  the  trading  activity  here  and  in  some  of  the 
other  New  England  centers,  though  dealing  at  no  time  became  very  active. 
The  total  volume  of  sales  was  of  very  modest  proportions,  but  quotations 
held  firm,  and  on  some  of  the  longer  types  further  stiffening  was 


"There  has  been  comparatively  little  trading  in  inch  and  three- 
sixteenths,  but  one  sale  was  reported  around  650  on  for  middling  cotton, 
which  many  merchants  quoted  at  700  on.    A  few  bales  of  middling  inch  and 
seven  thirty-seconds  were  said'  to  have-  sold  during  the  week  at  750  on 
but  most  quotations  for  it  were  around  800  on.     Little  activity  was 
reported  on  this  or  on  inch  and  one  quarter  which  was  quoted  around  850 
to  875  on  for  middling. 

"Further  activity  in  Pima  was  reported  this  week,  with  sales  of  number 
twos  at  36  cents  and  a  few  odd  bales  of  number  ones  around  57  cents.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS  • 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  February  7  states  as  follows: 

"Desultory  trading  but  no  heavy  volume  of  demand  was  reported  from 
the  extra  staple  cotton  markets  here  and  in  other  New  England  centers 
during  the  past  week.     Odd  lots  were  said  to  have  been  picked  up  at 
prices  somewhat  below  the  full  market  levels,  but  it  was  hard  to  get 
any  open  quotations  on  shipment  cotton  that  were  lower  than  those 
quoted  a  week  ago.  ***

"There  was  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  Pima,  but  the  demand  for  it  is 
not  so  general  as  it  was,  and  prices  are  somewhat  softer.     Sales  of 
Number  Twos  are  reported  at  34-g-  cents,  and  of  ones  around  5&j|.  This 
compares  with  a  peak  of  38  and  36  cents  for  ones  and  twos  respectively 
several  weeks  ago  when  the  demand  was  at  its  height. 

"There  is  some  talk  in  local  cotton  circles  about  the  character  of  some 
of  the  recent  cotton  offerings  in  the  better  grades.     It  is  said  that 
cotton  grown  in  irrigated  sections  of  Arizona  and  California  has  been 
shipped  into  Mississippi  Delta  points  and  reshipped  from  there,  ostensibly 
as  lelta  cotton.     This  accounts  for  some  of  the  recent  offerings  of  high 
grade  white  cotton  out  of  Delta  points,  it  is  said.    Mill  men  usually  are 
inclined  to  fight  shy  of  irrigated  cotton,  claiming  that  the  fiber  is 
more  brittle  and  not  as  tough  as  cotton  grown  in  the  Delta.     For  that 
reason,  irrigated  cotton  usually  sells  at  a  discount,  sometimes  as  much 
as  a  cent  a  pound  under  real  Delta  cotton.     Regardless  of  whether  or  not 
this  discount  is  justified  because  of  any  inferiority  in  the  irrigated 
cotton,  the  fact  is  that  the  current  trading  has  been  at  full  market 
prices,  and  apparently  the  mills  have  not  as  yet  put  any  particular 
objection  to  the  cotton.

"Cotton;t  of  Manchester,  issue  of  February  13,  contains  a  dispatch  from 
the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated  February  5,  which 
reads,  in  part,  as  follows* 

Spot.  -  The  total  turnover  this  week  amounted  to  about  14,500 
bales,  of  which  we  estimate  4,800  bales  Ashmouni ,  1,800  bales 
Zagora,  4,400  bales  Giza  7,  1,050  bales  Sakel,  and  2,450  bales  other 
varieties . 

Giza  7.  -  The  good  demand  for  cotton  grading  from  Good  up  to 
Fully  Good  still  continues,  but  the  enquiry  for  other  grades  has 
fallen  off  somewhat.     Generally  premiums  have  eased  a  little. 

Sakel.  -  Only  the  top  grades  of  this  variety  were  sought  after, 
premiums  for  the  other  grades  were  slightly  inferior  to  those  of 
last  week.
